NOS HS LIFE 
WITH JACKNIFE 


Complaining to a_ fellow 
worker that he was ill, Jack 
Pourroy, aged 33, a hammer 
driller employed on a railroad 
construction job between Vic- 
torville and Oro Grande, left 
his work yesterday afternoon 
and ended his life by slashing 
his throat with a pocketknife.

BORROWING 
POWER CANNOT 
END SHORTAGE 








YING 
SITUATION UNTIL EARLY 
iN 1925 
Power “borrowed” from North- 


ern California companies to help 
the southland during the present 
shortage will make little change 
in the situation in Southern Cali- 
fornia, it was announced by H. 
G. Butler, named by the State 
Railroad Commission as power 
supervisor. The plan to “borrow” 
power was announced last Friday. 


“The current borrowed from the 
porthern counties will amount to 
40,000 kilowatt hours, which is 
barely one percent of our total 
needs here in the south,” Butler 
said. 


Shortage to Continue 

To offset the impression that 
the northern power would mater- 
jally relieve the shortage in 
Southern California, the. power 
supervisor added: 

“The public should realize right 
now that, as far as we can pre 
dict, the acute shortage will con- 
tinue until the’ first of the year, 
when additional steam plants can 
be put into operation.” 

In San Bernardino County the 
power conservation rules aré be- 
ing drastically enforced, ranchers 
and ‘business men co-operating 
with the power and state offic- 
ials. Instead of a laxity in the 
enforcement of the regulations, 
an even more rigid enforcement 
is being ordered to conserve 
power. ’ 

Will Connect Trunk Lines 

The “borrowing” plan, as an- 
nounced, consists .of Northern 
California power plants, connect- 
ing trunk systems leading into 
Southern California and deliver- 
ing all possible surplus power for 
domestic, industrial and agricul 
tural use in the south. 





CREST ROAD WAY © 


BE ABANDONED 


Abandonment by the county of 
the Crest Road between Green 
Valley and Fawnskin—one of the 
most picturesque roads in the San 
Bernardino Mountains—was urged 
in a petition by property owners 
presented to the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday. 

The Crest Road from Green Val- 
ley east traverses the “snowslide” 
country, so-called because of the 
frequent avalanches on the steep 
slopes of the mountains in the 
district, and enters Big Bear Val- 
ley on the north side of the lake 
at Fawnskin. Because of the al- 
titude of the “snowslide’ district, 
the road is frequently blocked by 
snow until late in the spring. It 
is a part of the famous 101-mile 
Rim of the World Drive. 

Travel is Now Light 

Since the construction of the 
Deep Creek cut-off link, a high- 
way connecting the Crest Road at 
a junction three miles east of 
Fredalba and Big Bear Valley at 
the dam, the Crest Road travel 
has been particularly light, mo 
torists preferring to travel the 
Deep Creek road. This project 
cuts off several miles In the route 
to the valley and can be kept 
open practically all year. 

The hearing of protests, if any, 
against the closing of the road 
will be held by the supervisors 
Aug. 4.

The peace-time car ferry route has been established be- 
tween Harwich, northeast of, London, where the Midland in- 
dustrial region can also use it, and Zebrugge on the Belgian 
coast where lines diverge to France, Germany and Holland. 
The transfer slip cradles and the boats of the war routes 
have been used. 


It is eighty-four miles between Harwich and Zebrugge 
and the ferries, each earrying fifty-four of the little twelve 
ton European freight cars, make the trip in nine or ten hours. 


Future car ferries from Hull to Seandinavia are now being 
discussed and enthusiasts speak of the time when the links 
between England and India will be built and that long route 
open. The Cape to. Cairo route will also be open by that 
time. 


Although the airplane will carry much of the mails and 
passengers of the future, the law of gravity will always 
operate to make the freight train a necessity. Where there 
lis but a short water carry, it is good business to eliminate 
the cost of transfer from car to boat and again to ear through 
a train ferry which preserves the low cost of water trans- 
portation without breaking bulk.

Two Pictures of Home 4 p« 
T was years ago that the saying ‘‘The way to reach a 
| man’s heart is through his stomach’’ was originated, 
but there is no denying the fact that there is more 
truth than poetry in the sentiment just the same. After 
a hard day’s work the man who can go home and find his 
house—his mansion as it were—whether it be set back m 
wide premises with massive rooms or a tiny nest with its 
vine-eovered walls, awaiting him in perfect order is a man 
blessed with the best that the world can give. 





To leave the work-aday world and seek the shelter of 
one’s own home should*be the supreme meaning of happiness 
and in many instances it is. A home in which there is neat- 
ness, properly cooked food, clean and happy children, and 
a wife who is able to see the happy side of life can bring full 
recompense for a hard day’s toil within a very minutes. Just 
picture the tired husband as he nears the little home. His 
children, faces shining, with tiny clothes fresh and clean, 
run down the street to meet him. They all walk back to 
the little home together and they find the little living room 
eool and spotless.. The dining room table is covered with 


clean linen.

It may not be expensive linen but it is white. The dishes 
may not be Haviland but they are whole and not cracked. 
In the kitchen the wife prepares the tempting foods whieh 
give her family the good health and happy dispositions which 
She does not feed them out of tin cans. She 
has little use for can openers. She uses plenty of good milk, 
butter and eggs, and she just dotes on fresh vegetables. And 
she is the real home-maker who has no thought for the 
divorcee laws and no eare for the frivolities which involve the 
eternal triangle. a 


And the other kind of family? What is it like? Another 
tired working man leaves his place of business and seeks 
home. He is fully a block from that place which should be 
his mansion when he hears the familiar wail *of his young- 
sters, fighting over toys, complaining one against the other. 
Unconsciously he pictures them, dirty, clothes soiled and torn, 
hair in little tight strings. Yes, he has pictured them correct- 
ly. As he nears the yard he sees the toys—some broken 
others bent, still others in pieces scattered all around about. 
As he enters the yard they troop about him—not from love 
but because they know that his arrival means meal time. 


This same chaotic condition prevails inside the home as 
well as outside. There is dust on the furniture, toys on the 
floor, seraps of paper lying around, in fact its a desolate 
place in which to come home. Nine times out of ten the 
wife’s hat and purse will be found on the table or the bed 
where she has left them about ten or fifteen minutes previous- 
ly. There is the smell of burned cookery, for in her haste 
to get something ready before his arrival she has turned the 
gas too high, and the food has been scorched. And at best it 
is only tin-can food. 


This mental picture is not over-drawn. It is enacted 
every day in hundreds of households. Food experts have 
found this condition in eases where undernourished children 
and hard-working men are eoncerned. They have found an 
almost total absence of salads in such homes, a great lack of 
fresh vegetables and fruits and an Over supply of ~canned 
meats and fish and heavy goods. After making an exhaustive 
search of conditions in the modern homes these experts have 
issued statements showing that there is ample cause for even 
a greater number of divorce cot records than are now on 
file. They show that there are a great many men living 
under home conditions especially in the matter of eating 
which are almost beyond human endurance. The old saying 
holds true just as well today as it did a half century ago.

CAMP GROUNDS 


Some idea of the extent and 
growth of automobile camping 
in the United States, says a 
Washington, D. C., dispatch, 
was revealed here today when 
the 1924-1925 Official Camping 
and Campsite Manual came off 
the press and was put into dis- 
tribution by the national head- 
quarters of the American Au- 
tomobile Association. 

The new manual lists close 
to 2000 campsites, many of 
which are equipped with ev- 
ery facility for the motor 
tourist’s comfort and conveni- 
ence. California tops the list 
in the number of camps for a 
single state, while Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Illinois and Iowa 
run a close race for second 
place. 

According to the Tourins 
and Transportation Board of 
the *.. A. A. the development 
of the publicly owned motor 
campsite has opened an entire- 
ly new chapter in the history 
of modern motoring, and the 
results of the new touring will 
be to decentralize tourist busi- 
ness and recreational activity. 
Camp Grounds Gain Prestige 

The board, for example, 
points to the situation in the 
small town as typical of this 
trend. ‘‘There are thousands 
of small towns whieh could 
not possibly support a __ first- 
class hotel and maintain it as 
a paying investment, but 
which are nevertheless able 
to provide suitable camping 
grounds and thus make a 
strong bid for their share of 
the tourist patronage which 
formerly escaped them alto- 
gether,’’ it is contended. 

Much has been learned about 
motor camping within the last 
few seasons, and this informa- 
tion has been carefully com- 
piled by the A. A. A. for in- 
corporation in the official 
manual. With approximately 
a million more motorists on the 
roads this year the public 
camp has become a necessity 
and it has become equally nec- 
essary for the tourist to be 
posted on the location and 
equipment of campsites along 
routes he plans to travel. 

A point that is at once ap- 
parent from a reading of the 
riew manual is the increase im 
the number of public camps 
over eastern routes. While the 
west is still far in the lead im 
a noticeable 
trend toward more and better 
camps in the east is evident. 

The new manual will be dis- 
tributed through affiliated A. 
A. A. motor elubs whieh are 
now located in nearly every 
important city and town in the 
eountry.

$3,750. Awards were made on the two 
latter houses, as no houses costing more 
than $10,000 were considered. The At- 
lanta committee was headed by Mrs. 
Newton C. Wing. — 


Greenville, 8.C., winner of the third 
prize, demonstrated a home built spec- 
ifically for the show by the Woman’s 
Bureau of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce. It was sold at auction when the 
show was concluded. 


Although national headquarters par- 
ticularly emphasized homes for the Am- 
erican family of average means, houses 
costing not more than $5,000 exclusive 
of the lot, the Greenville committee fin- 
ally selected a house costing $7,000 and 
furnished at a cost of $1,872, 


St. Helena Island, winner of the 
special prize of $200 for the best school 
practice house demonstration, secured 
second prize last year in the general 
competition, This island, eighteen miles 
long and four miles wide, is almost en- 
tirely populated by negroes, who are 
small farmers. Of the population of 
5,550, only fifty are white persons. 


This year’s prize-winning home was 
planned by a boy student of the Penn 
School, the plan being passed upon and 
only slighitly changed by a New York 
architect. Thé home was built largely 
from the lumber salvaged from an old 
workman’s house. The hotse was con- 
structed by boy pupils under the super- 
vision of carpentry instructors of the 
school. 


The St. Helena Isiand committee 


kept in mind throughout the campaign 
that the home and its furnishings must 
be kept within the reach of the average 
family on the island. The building ‘of 
the house cost only $1,582 and was com- 
pletely furnished for $721.
